JOHN DUFFY DIES AT 


THE AGE OF 103 YEARS

He Came to U. S. in 1842 From 
Ireland and Had Lived in 
St. Louis 75 Years. 


John Duffy, who resided here for 
died at 9 o'clock last 
night home, 3633 Page 
boulevard, aged 103 years 10 
months and 19 days. 

Unusually active until the last 


two years, when infirmities of age 
and his fear of automobiles com- 
pelled him to give up his daily 
walks, he ascribed his longevity tis 
regular habits, plain, wholesome 
food, freedom from worry, and ottt- 
door exercise, especially walking. 

Born in Athlone, Ireland, on 
June 24, 1820, Duffy came to the 
United States in 1842 and went to 
New Orleans. . He fought in ~ the 
Mexican War, serving with Jeffer- 
son Davis, and then came to 8t. 
Louis. For years he was in the 
grain and commission business, itn 
Commercial Alley, between Main 
street and the Levee, and was a 
member of the first Merchants’ 
Exchange ever formed here. 

Saw Expansion of City. 

When he came here St. Louts @j4 
not extend much beyond Sixth 
street, Olive street road was @ 
Planked pavement from about 
Grand to Union boulevards, there 
was a toll gate at about where 
is now Taylor avenue, and prairie 
chickens and wild turkeys were 
plentiful in the vicinity of the citw 
He shot ducks on a pond at the gite 
where later stood the Planters Ho» 
tel. 


Duffy saw the organization of 
the first mule-drawn car line here 
on Olive street, from Fourth ‘to 

elfth. In fact, there came dwr- 
ing his life the development of thé 
railroads, utilization of electricity 
and the invention of the telegraph» 
telephone, automobile, airplane and 
radio. e 

One of these, the automobile, he 
regarded as a detriment. It made 
life a menate, he said, dashing ue 
and down the streets. He also de- 
plored the modern woman's “half* 
naked dress,” the decline in cour 
tesy, growing expenditure by the 
working class and prohibition. The 
present generation, he said, was 
really “de-generation.” He never 
drank, except occasionally in hie 
own home in his advancing years 
and never smoked regularly. 

View of Ideal Period. 

The “seventies,” with their Miss 
sissipp! River steamboats, and cot- 
ton as commerce’s most complicat® 
ed problem, he regraded as the 
ideal period. People were them 
oughbreds then—not plug and dra¥ 
horses—he held. He himself wes 
an enthysiastic lover of endur? 
ance horse racing, and owned lo- 
cally famous trotters. He at one 
time was superintendent of the Sn 
Louls Fair Association. 1 

He never affillated with any po- 
litical party. Politics he regardad 
as getting steadily worse and: 
worse. 

Duffy, who came to this countryv 
with so little money that on hls 
first travels he hid his boots & 
prevent porters shining them foa- 
an expected tip, is said to hav» 
made three fortunes, the first tee 
of which he lost.

The earliest date that can be as- 
signed to Calvinism, as an Institu- 
tion, is 1541, when the ‘‘ Institutes’’ 
of John Calvin were accepted at Ge- 
neva.

Its general idea is 
found today in the Kirk of Scot- 
land. in the Dutch Reformed Church, 
in Congregationalism and in Ameri.

| of the arrest Monday of John Duin- 
i mever. a stock broker residing at 
the Melbourne Hotel, in a renewe 
investigation of the’robbery of an} 
|}armored mail truck at Fourth and 
Locust streets, April 2, 1923. | 

Postoffice inspectors declared 
they had learned that $26,000 worth, 
of securities stolen in the robbery 
‘had been disposed of through Dum- 
| meyer, whose office at that time 
'was inthe Pierce Building. He had 
| been arrested, but released, in the 
early investigation. 
| The inspectors hoped, in arrest- 
‘ing him again this week, that he 
| would tell who turned these gecuri- 
l ties over to him, but at the Federal 
Building they stated he had re- 
mained silent. However, it wag as- 
serted at police headquarters that 
Dummeyer had admitted handling 
between $19,000 and $15,000 worth 
of the bonds. He refused to name 
anvone who had transactions with 
him about them, it was said, but 
declared that he came in possession 
of them in the course of a ligiti- 
mate business, and that if ang 
blame was to be attached to him it 
was for failing to learn the source 
of the securities. 

A warrant charging Dummeyer 
with possession of “letters and 
packages” stolen from the maj] was 
issued this afternoon. His bond 
was set at $25,000, which he was 
not able to furnish immediately. 

Dummeyer, who was still held at 
Police Headquarters this morning, 
was booked there Monday as “John 
Smith,” because it was desired to 
work on the matter without at- 
tracting attention. Six members of 
the notorious Egan gang of crim-| 
inals and gunmen are under in- 
dictment in the robbery, including 
Ray Renard, who has just etarted 
serving a seven-year tearm in the 
Leavenworth Federal penitentiary 
as a freight-car thief. 

Part of the loot of the robbery 
was found in the Richmond 
Heights bungalow of “Whitey” Doe- 
| ring, a leader of the gang. who 
| Was murdered later. The loot was 
| $267,174 in cash and negotiable 
industrial bonds and $2,139,900 in 
unsigned Federal Land Bank bonds 
which could have been made nego- 
tiable only by forgery of signa- 
tures.

MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 
é6 FTER considering what the country 
A neces to keep banking honest, I have 
concluded that the thing to do is to 
pass a law forbidding bankers to raise 
blooded stock,’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“If the recent Governor of Indiana 
kept out of the blooded stock business, 
would likely be in the office to which he 
was elected instead of the penitentiary to 
which they had to send him for running 
wild with the banking business. 

“TL also make out that the trouble with the 
Holland Bank at Springfield, Mo., was also 
the usual blooded stock complication. It 
is almost impossible to read about the fail- 
ure of a bank in which blooded stock was 
nota factor. A few banks might have gone 
under without having tried to improve cat- 
tle, hogs, sheep and whatever else it is these 
people raise; but if so, I have not seen any- 
thing about it. 

“Tt is likely that if we investigated the 
matter we would find that stock breeding 
and the banking business have an altogeth- 
er unsuspected economic relation. I have 
been watching this thing for a long time, 
and what I have seen satisfies me that the 
blooded stock we have today is what re- 
mains of prior civilizations. The bankers 
of Asia, for instance, took cows when they 
were little better than goats and developed 
them to a point where the bankers of some 
Other country took them up. Cows ruined 
their civilization, but they laid the founda- 
tion for the modern dairy. 

“The same thing is true of and 
hogs. I don't qoubt for a minute that de- 
veloping the horse did for the civilizations 
of the Babylonians and Assyrians. l.ike as 
not the civilization of the Persians exhaust- 
ed itself developing sheep. They were bears 
for wool. I seem to have a dim recollec- 
tion that the Egyptians had goats. If so, 
it accounts for their disappearance. What 
could banking do for goats? 

“Perhaps I am a little hasty in saying we 
should have a law forbidding banks to raise 
blooded stock. Maybe, like everybody be- 
fore us, we ought to forget the cost and 
think only of posterity,’ Mr. Antwine said

PRESIDENT SUN OF 
SUUTH CHINA DEAD 


Had | 


Christian Revolutionist 
Been Head of All China— 
His Spectacular Career. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONGKONG, May 14.—Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, President of the South 
China Government, is dead. 


Few statesmen have known more 
ups and downs, more victories and 
defeats, than Sun Yat Sen, the first 
provisional president of China, fre- 
quently called “‘the Father of the 
Republic” and often referred to as 
the “George Washington of the Far 
East.” 

The name of Dr. Sun first began 
to appear in newspapers of the 
Western world back in the late 80’s, 
when his vigorous pronounce- 
ments against the dynastic Man- 
chu Emperors of China; attract- 
ed some attention. He wags then 
living in the Hawaiian Islands with 
his widowed mother, who had mi- 
grated to Honolulu with her hus- 
band, an agent of a Christian mis- 
sion, when Sun was an infant. Since 
1895, however, when he essayed the 
first of his many revolutions, his 
name has become almost as well 
known to the Occident as it is to 
the 400,000,000 Chinese on behalf 
of whom he spent a lifetime of 
hardship and danger. 

Twice President. 

Dr. Sun was twice named to the 
highest constitutional office in 
China—the first time in the fal] 
of 1911, when he was proclaimed 
the first provisional President of | 
the Chinese Republic, and again in 
May, 1921, when he was elected 
President of all China. 

The strongest man in North 
China At that time was Yuan Shih- 
kai, Governor of Chi-li Province. 
Determined that the country should 
be united undér one leader, Dr. 
Sun, after establishing what might 
be termed an experimenta) govern- 
ment in the South, resigned in 
favor of Yuan Shth-kal. This 
marked the beginning of the end 
as far ag Sun’s infant republic was 
concerned, for while Yuah Shih- 
kai was strong enough to guide the 
ship of state, he likewise had per- 
sonal ambitions centered in a new 
dynasty. 

Dr. Sun made a sensational es- 


cape to Japan—he had done tine 
same thing several times before— 
and settled down to gather  to- 
gether the threads of his lost caus 
and await patiently the time when 
he would again be ready to act in 
the interest of the republic. 

This opportunity eluded him n- 
til the late summer of 1921, when 
the Chinese Parliament, sitting at 
Canton, unanimously elected him 


President of the Chinese Republic. 
The months that followed were | 
troubled ones for Dr. Sun. He | 
found that many of the war lords | 
were not anxious to relinquish their | 
powers, even in favor of the repub- | 
lic they were supposed to be figh | 
ing for. After many attempts to'| 
bind the mass of loose and broken | 
ends, the new President began to | 
realize that his untification schemes | 
were not bearing fruit, and that his 
political influence was pitted in no 
small degrees against that of Gen. 
Chen Chiung-min,-who was ap- 
pointed Southern Viceroy by the | 
Pekin Government early in 1822, | 
despite the fact that he was known 
to be on friendly terms with the 
Southern President at the time.

In dealing with the career of Sun | 


Yat Sen, it is essential to note that 
practically all of his best work in

There were few parts of the 
world to which he was a stranger. 
Wherever there 
had been, always with the same 
mission, the same appeal—a Chi- 
nese republic. A small, quiet, 
stoop-shouldered man, with a thin 
gray mustache pointing upward at 
the ends, Dr. Sun moved about the 
world holding his life in his hands 
every moment of the day and 
night, for it would have been worth 
$200,000 to anyone who could plant 
a knife between his shoulders. This 
reward, offered originally by the 
Manchu Government, was standing 
for nearly 20 years. 

While in New York during 9911, 
Dr. Sun wus dining in a prominent 
club with a number of interna- 
tional bankers. They were inclined 
to minimize the accounts of his 
constant danger, whereupon Sun 
asked that they accompany him to 
one of the upper rooms, fronting 
on Fifth avenue. There, standing 
in the dark, they were able to look 
out upon the street and distinguish 
three evil-looking Chinese skulking 
in the shadows. When Sun left 
they disappeared.

FORMAL OBJECTION. 
TO NO-PARKING RULE 


Olive Street Merchant Says Cus- 
tomers Need’ Time to Make 
Payments on Furniture. 


Morris Goldman recently re- 
turned from Europe. He drove 
down to his furniture store, Gold- 
man Brothers, at 1102 Olive street, 
and he looked up and down the 
street. There were no automobiles 
parked from Twelfth boulevard as 


as far east as he could see. Fur- 
ther, when he got inside his store 
he was told that the business was 
being injured because of the no- 
parking rule, which has been in ef- 
fect now for 30 days. 

Goldman appeared before the 
traffic council today. He objected 
because customers desiring to buy 
or make payments on _ furniture 
could not park long enough to do 
it. He presented a petition signed 
by 27 merchants in the blocks be- 
tween Ninth street. and Twelfth 
boulevard on Olive street. The 
rule, he declared, was highly detri- 
mental to their business, and be- 
sides was an annoyance to custom- 
ers, particularly in inclement 
weather. It requires two policemen 
to a block to enforce the no-park- 
ing rule. It would be better to re- 
turn to the one-hdur parking rule 
and enforce that rigidly, he de- 
clared. 

Goldman's petition is the first 
formal objection to the no-parking 
rule. Alderman Brod, chairman of

Which Won Pulitzer Prize as 
Best Example of Reporter’s Work 


Account Written by Magner White of San 
Diego Sun Chosen for Its “Accuracy, 
Terseness and Accomplishment 


of Public Good.”

Sun on Sept. 10, 1923, follows: 


The biggest shadow in the world, 
235,000 miles high, 105 milea wide 
and 75 miles thick in its densest 
part, fell across San Diego today 
—the shadow of the moon as it 
crossed the face of the sun. The 
heavenly appointment was car- 
ried out as predicted 120 years 
since the last time, 1290 years un- 
til the next time.
